WHEREAS, he was a dedicated community servant and helped

start the Galisteo water users association, serving as

president for twenty years; and

WHEREAS, he was a member of many organizations, including

the county and state Democratic central committees, the

Galisteo volunteer fire department, the Galisteo community

association, the Santa Fe county road advisory committee, the

elks lodge and the Galisteo cemetery commission, and he served

as a reserve officer for the department of game and fish; and

WHEREAS, he was a loyal and devoted member of Nuestra

Senora de los Remedios Catholic church and the former president

of the sociedad de San Jose de Galisteo; and

WHEREAS, he is survived by his wife, Mary Ann, two

daughters, four sons, two sons-in-law, four daughters-in-law,

four sisters, two brothers, twelve grandchildren and many other

family members and friends;
